THE FIREMEN'S CONVENTION 


Big Subscription Necessary to Pro- 


vide for Convention, Races, Etc. 
The proper entertainment of and 


preparations for the State Convention 
of Firemen next October is occupying 
the attention of many minds in this 
town at the present time. There is 
much work to be done and those best 
acquainted with what is ahead are ad- 
vising that it is not too early to begin 
with plans and preparations. 


The first and most important matter 


is a fund large enough for the needs of 
the occasion. While promises have 
been secured of nearly £1400, yet *1000 
more will be needed and perhaps more 
than that. 


Expressions have been heard which 


would seem to indicate that the needs 
of the occasion are uot understood and 
appreciated by some of our citi/.eus. 


At ail places where conventions 


have been held badges and some en- 
tertainment or excursion has been pro- 
vided for the delegates and Gettysburg 
will have to do her part in this direc- 
tion. Then a hall must be rented in 
which convention may meet, and there 
should be some decorations in square 
and other parts of the town. 


At these conventions, usually about 


forty engines or apparatus are brought 
and that means from one hundred to 
one hundred and fifty horses also 
brought along. These horses must be 
stabled and the apparatus housed. 


The big item, however, will be prizes 


for the contests and under no circum- 
stances should these contests be cut 
out of the program. They are the big 
features of the week to the outsiders. 
They attract thousands and thousands 
of visitors. $1000 has often been given 
away iu prizes at the annual meet of 
the Cumberland Valley Firemen's 
Association, and at a district meat of 
several counties. For a State conven- 
tion nothing under that sum ought to 
be ottered and 81500 or more might be 
a reasonable sum to expend. 
Prizes 


art offered for hose race, hook and lad- 
der race, steam engine contest, best 
appearing company iu parade, largest 
uniformed company, company coming 
longest distance, most complete lire- 
fightiug apparatus in parade, drill 
pri/.es and for comic demonstrations iu 
parade. Special prizes besides these 
are frequently oflered. Prizes in races 
such as above and with second and 
third money in some will take a good 
sum. These prizes can uot be done on 
the cheap plan but must be generously. 
Fewer races and larger purses would 
be better than many races and small 
purses. Such races will bring the out- 
side visitors and will be a great paying 
feature of the occasion.

The school house is close to Pine | 


Run. Take the road from Xew Oxford 
to East Berlin and after crossing Pine 
Run the finest country school house 
will be found at the junction of two 
roads. 


The school is an old one. A sahool 


house has been at that point many 
years, among the first built iu the 
township. The irony of time is shown 
in the fact that the delegate from 
Hamilton township, J. Miller, in a 
convention of November 4, 1834, voted 
against the adoption of the common 
school law. Less than the span of a 
man's life afterwards is erected in 
Hamilton township the finest country 
school in the county. 


The school is built of brick and has 


a slate roof. No money has been 
wasted iu useless frills. The building 
is simply substantial from cellar to 
belfry. 


In the cellar is a furnace auJ as far 


as known Pine Run School House is 
the only township school house with 
a furnace in the cellar. The house is 
finished with a nice looking belfry, 
having a pleasant sounding bell. Tlie 
windows are all protected with wire 
screens. The inside furuiture is good. 
In fact everything about building is 
good and as apropos of Institute week 
the COMPJLKK presents a picture of 
the county's best iu school houses.

the score, sounded a D natural where 
the composer had written D sharp. 


This substitution did not injure the 


harmony, but gave a commonplace 
character to the phrase and obscured 
the sentiment of the composer.

n balioou ascension at a country fair, 
promised for 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon, never occurs until about G".'" 
asked an expert parachute jumper. 


"It always happens, and the explana- 


tion generally is that the preparations 
for the ascension could not be made 
in ti:::e. 
This is rarely the case, for 


the balloonist never had any intention 
of going up earlier than jnst toward 
the close of day. The reason for this 
is that not only is an ascension at any 
other time fraught with a little more 
danger on account of the winds which 
usually prevail, but also because by 
these same winds the balloon and para- 
chute are apt to be carried too far 
away, perhaps so far that injury may 
befall them before they can be recov- 
ered. 


"The old and experienced balloonist 


never makes an ascension except just 
at sundown, because with the going 
down of the sun the winds subside 
considerably. He can go almost straight 
up, break away his parachute and 
come down in the very "lot from which 
the ascension was made. 


"There is really very Httle danger in 


parachute leaping when the man who 
does it is experienced. The parachute 
must open aud bring him down safely, 
though he will have a hair raising drop 
like a chunk of lead for about 100 feet, 
the distance usually covered before the 
big bac op«'iis. Then lie can guide his- 
descent readily by raisin:; or lowering 
this side or that in <>r<l«-r in spill a lit- 
tle air and 1h',i<= keep it from drifting.
